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INTRODUCTION 


First  of  all,  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  whose  kind  cooperation 
made  this  genealogy  possible. 

This  genealogy,  as  to  names  and  dates,  is  as  accurate  as  the 
information  I  have  been  supplied  by  the  various  people  or  other  sources 
from  which  data  was  obtained.  Some  of  the  sources  of  information,  other 
than  individuals,  were  Hans  Herr  Genealogy;  some  records  from  Lancaster  Co. 
Historical  Society;  and  gravestones  in  Mt.  Eden  Lutheran,  Zion  Reformed 
and  Quarryville  cemeteries. 

I  have  attempted  to  arrange  this  genealogy  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  make  it  easy  to  locate  where  each  individual  listed  in  the  index  fits 
in  their  respective  family  groups  as  well  as  their  descent  from  Christian 
Keen  and  Sophia  Althouse.  In  the  genealogical  listing  each  family  group 
is  indicated  by  a  letter  as  shown  on  first  page  of  this  listing.  In  suc¬ 
ceeding  pages  each  family  group  is  indicated  by  a  group  of  letters  in 
the  family  heading  and  each  child  of  that  group  by  a  letter  preceding 
their  name.  The  group  of  letters  following  each  persons  name  in  the  in¬ 
dex  indicates  where  they  fit  in  the  genealogical  listing.  An  example 
follows : 

Keen,  Amy  -  I HD  "I”  indicates  Christian  Keen,  the  ninth  child 
of  Henry  Keehn.  "H"  indicates  John  R.  Keen  the  eighth  child  of  Christian 
Keen.  "D"  indicates  the  fourth  child  of  John  R.  Keen. 

This  indexing  may  appear  a  bit  complex  at  first  but  with  use 
it  becomes  easy. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  stated,  that  the  value  of  this  Genealogy 
will  increase  as  time  passes  because  the  sources  from  which  the  information 
was  obtained  will  no  longer  be  available.  This  book  will  remain  as  a 
record  to  clear  any  doubts  for  succeeding  generations  as  to  their  back¬ 
ground.

Even  in  the  earliest  days,  it  was 
tho  custom  to  collect  a  small  tax 
for  the  operation  of  the  stills.  After 
the  whiskey  rebellion,  the  revenue 
v.as  Increased  and  soon  became  so 
excessive  that  many  stills 
out  of  business. 

After  the  whiskey  era,  Christian 
Keen  wor'  ed  hi*  farm  and  lived  to 
a  halo  old  age.  His  brother.  Samuel 
m  -  ed  to  a  farm' south  of  Quarry- 
vllle.  now  owned  by  Amos  Gilbert. 
Tb'-se  two  brothers  possessed  an¬ 
other  farm  near  Quarryvllle,  of 
140  scre.v  which  they  sotd  to  C.  M. 
II  s.  for  tho  stupendous  proce  of 
$1S0  an  acre.  This  sale  was  consid¬ 
ered  one  of  the  greatest  mado  In 
that  time.

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THE  EARLY  KEENS  -  An  Historical  Commentary 

by  Clair  H.  Keen 

Our  knowledge  of  the  Keen  family  goes  back  to  about  1776-77.  At 
that  time  they  lived  in  Montgomery  or  Bucks  county  just  north  of  Philadelphia. 
When  the  British  captured  Philadelphia  in  1776,  the  farmers  near  the  city  were 
fearful  that  foraging  parties  of  British,  who  were  quartered  in  the  city, 
would  seize  their  cattle,  pigs  and  chickens  for  meat  and  their  horses  for  use 
in  drawing  artillery  and  wagon  trains. 

After  a  good  deal  of  thought  and  discussion  within  the  family,  it 
was  decided  to  send  the  livestock  to  a  safer  place.  Accordingly  Henry  Keen 
being  a  young  man  and  single  was  selected  to  take  charge  and  pilot  the  party. 
Others  by  the  name  of  Keen  must  have  been  in  the  party  because  a  Daniel  Keen, 
who  may  have  been  a  cousin  or  nephew  of  Henry  Keen  was  bom  in  1796  and  died 
in  1848.  He  is  buried  at  New  Providence.  There  was  also  a  Washington  Keen 
who  lost  an  arm  in  the  Civil  War.  A  Henry  Keen  moved  with  his  family  from 
southern  Lancaster  County  to  Port  Deposit,  Maryland.  He  being  a  large  man 
was  known  as  "Big  Hen  Keen".  The  existence  of  these  three  other  Keens  is 
somewhat  of  a  mystery.  Who  their  parents  were  and  where  their  parents  came 
from  is  unknown.  The  writer  believes  the  parent  or  parents  of  the  three, 
namely  Daniel,  Washington  and  Henry  came  from  the  proximity  of  Philadelphia. 

In  any  event  Henry  Keen  marshalled  his  party  and  rounded  up  the 
farm  livestock  and  herded  them  into  the  wilderness  headed  westward.  The 
party  kept  moving  until  they  arrived  at  what  the  writer  knows  as  the  Willis 
Jackson  farm  in  southern  Lancaster  County  (now  or  recently  owned  by  a  Mr. 
Graybill  of  Lititz,  Pa.) 

There  is  no  record  of  Henry  Keen  ever  having  gone  back  to  his 
people,  even  for  a  visit.  However,  we  are  not  sure  of  that.  There  is, 
however,  a  story  of  some  of  his  sons  visiting  an  Albright  family  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  along  about  1830  to  1840.  The  writer's  impression  is  that  a  sister 
of  Henry  Keen  married  an  Albright.  Mr.  Albright  was  a  contractor  and  he 
became  quite  wealthy.  Christian  was  one  of  the  party  that  made  the  trip. 

The  Albright's  lived  in  considerable  style  as  befitted  their  standing  in 
society.  The  Keen  boys  being  crude  farmers  felt  quite  out  of  place  amidst 
all  this  display  of  luxury.  As  a  result  they  did  not  stay  long  but  returned 
to  their  cruder  but  more  congenial  surroundings  in  southern  Lancaster 
County,  and  never  again  went  to  visit  the  Albrights  in  Philadelphia. 

Sophia  Wayne  now  comes  into  the  picture.  At  the  time  of  the 
British  capture  of  Philadelphia  she  was  a  young  girl  living  there.  While 
the  farmers  living  outside  the  city  were  concerned  about  their  livestock, 
those  within  the  city  were  subjected  to  severe  military  rule.  This  was 
very  irksome  to  many  people.  Among  them  was  Sophia's  father.  He  bade 
farewell  to  his  friends  and  neighbors  took  little  Sophia  by  the  hand  and 
like  Henry  Keen  took  a  westerly  course  that  eventually  took  them  to  New 
Providence  in  southern  Lancaster  County.  They  stopped  with  an  Eckman 
family  there.  The  Eckmans  were  farmers.  Whether  Sophia's  father  knew 
the  Eckmans  previously,  we  do  not  know,  but  the  writer  is  of  the  opinion 
that  he  and  the  Eckmans  were  friends. 

When  the  British  evacuated  Philadelphia  in  June  1778,  Sophia's 
father  returned  to  the  city.  The  Eckmans  with  whom  they  had  stayed,  being 
childless  and  having  become  very  much  attached  to  Sophia  wanted  to  keep 
her.  After  much  persuasion,  the  father  consented  and  with  a  heavy  heart 
went  back  to  Philadelphia  alone.  The  writer  believes  Sophia's  mother 
was  dead.  And  this  fact  that  the  father  consented  to  leave  her  with  the 
Eckmans  rather  than  take  her  to  a  motherless  home  in  Philadelphia  streng¬ 
thens  that  belief. 
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Sophia  grew  up  and  busied  herself  with  the  problems  and  conditions 
that  beset  frontier  life  in  that  day.  We  know  little  about  her  general  makeup 
but  boys  and  girls  of  that  day,  the  same  as  today  have  a  way  of  getting  into 
each  others  company.  So  of  course  there  must  be  at  least  one  love  tale  in 
this  story.  Henry  Keen  came  to  know  Sophia  Wayne.  It  appears  that  with  each 
meeting  he  liked  her  more.  Eventually  he  wooed  her  and  finally  won  and  wedded 
her  and  she  became  Sophia  Wayne  Keen.  Tradition  says  she  was  a  niece  of  Gener¬ 
al  Anthony  (Mad  Anthony)  Wayne  of  Revolutionary  and  Indian  War  fame.  Following 
the  wedding  they  moved  to  the  Keen  Homestead  farm  and  remained  there  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  their  lives;  Henry  Keen  died  in  1839  and  Sophia  Wayne  Keen  in  1852. 
The  writer's  father  was  born  in  1847,  which  was  five  years  before  his  grand¬ 
mother's  death.  He  said  he  remembered  her  quite  well.  She  was  a  rather  small 
woman  with  a  large  mole  on  one  cheek.  She  busied  herself  during  the  late 
summer  and  autumn  in  paring  peaches  and  apples.  These  she  would  place  on 
large  drying  boards  exposed  to  the  sun.  When  they  were  sufficiently  dried  she 
would  put  them  in  bags  holding  about  two  quarts,  after  which  she  placed  them 
in  a  large  wooden  chest.  Candy  being  a  scarce  item  at  that  time,  the  little 
boys,  Samuel  and  Elijah  soon  learned  to  beg  for  snitz.  When  she  thought  it 
was  in  order  she  would  go  to  the  chest  and  give  each  one  a  handful.  The  boys 
would  then  go  about  their  play  and  eat  the  snitz. 

Christian  Keen,  whose  memory  we  honor  today,  was  the  9th  child  of  a 
total  of  eleven  born  to  Henry  Keen  and  Sophia  Wayne  Keen.  It  appears  that  all 
the  other  boys,  six  in  number,  of  the  family  found  wives  and  established  homes 
but  at  the  age  of  40  Christian  was  still  clinging  to  his  father's  fireside. 
However,  about  this  time,  there  came  into  the  community,  a  German  emigrant 
family.  The  youngest  girl  of  this  family  caught  Christian's  fancy.  She  was 
20  years  his  junior  but  what  of  that,  Christian  pressed  his  suit  with  the  re¬ 
sult  that  Sophia  Althouse  became  Sophia  Althouse  Keen. 

Sophia  Althouse  Keen  was  the  youngest  of  11  children  bom  to  George 
L.  Althouse  and  Christiana  Althouse.  The  family  sailed  from  Hamburg,  Germany 
in  the  ship  Fortune  on  September  8,  1803,  Caleb  Earl  being  the  captain's  name. 
The  passage  was  rough  and  slow,  it  taking  about  one  barrel  of  flour  to  see  the 
family  safely  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  One  son,  Amos,  was  left  in  Germany. 
Whether  the  family  was  too  poor  to  bring  him  we  do  not  know.  The  generally 
accepted  thought  is  that  he  was  left  behind  in  a  good  home  because  of  scarcity 
of  funds.  One  son  died  and  was  buried  at  sea.  They  landed  at  Baltimore  about 
90  days  after  having  set  sail.  Upon  landing  the  father  and  mother  bound  them¬ 
selves  out  in  order  to  defray  the  expense  of  their  passage.  This  act  again 
leads  us  to  believe  that  poverty  compelled  the  parents  to  leave  Amos  in  Germany. 
These  periods  of  bondage  usually  lasted  from  3  to  5  years.  Parties  who  entered 
into  such  an  agreement  were  strictly  compelled  by  law  to  fulfill  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth.  When  the  period  of  bondage  ended  the  parents  moved  from 
New  Jersey  where  they  were  bout  out  and  came  to  Pennsylvania  and  resided  along 
Keen  Road  in  Bart  Township.  One  daughter  Eliza  was  left  in  New  Jersey  when 
the  family  came  to  Pennsylvania  and  has  been  lost  also  in  the  great  American 
melting  pot. 

This  narrative  covers  the  first  two  generations  of  Keens  that  we  know 
about.  The  first  is  Henry  Keehn,  the  founder  of  the  Keen  family  in  Lancaster 
County  and  the  second  Christian  Keen,  the  branch  we  represent.  Perhaps  a  con¬ 
tinuation  beginning  with  Christian  Keen's  children  and  later  generations  could 
be  started  at  this  point.
